But even spitting in the 
corners has dangers and disadvan- 
tages. Therefore, up-to-the-minute 
factories now paint the corners 
white and provide easily reached 
and cleaned gpittoon. | 

As we went on around this fac- 
tory we came to what they call the 
dirty room. In this ‘room certaji 
handling of powders creates con- 
siderable fine dust. Over oach ma- 
chine there is a hood and an ex- 
haust fan. Theoretically all the 
dust that rises from the machine 
is sucked out of the room. This 
dust-laden air is filtered through a 
cloth sack which is supposed to 
take out all the dust. 


In spite of all these precautions 
the operatives in this room are 
compelled to wear washable work- 
ing clothes and to wash théir hands 
and faces frequently. I do not 
know how this “dirty room,” as 
they term it, is to be made cleaner. 
Possibly a stronger suction and hav- 
ing the exhaust fit closer over the 
machine would be found practic- 
able. Possibly the dust collecting 
bag should be a bag within a bag, 
the outer bag being to collect the 
dust which passes the first bag. 
Perhaps something would be gained 
by placing dust catchers in unoccu- 
pied parts of the room and removing 
the dust from them frequently, just 
as that in the bag is now removed. 


There are people who think rails. 
shelves and books in a room do 
good, provided they are cleaned 
periodically. The theory is that 
the dust which settles on a rail, 
shelf or book is away from the 
breathing air. The principle is that 
which is now used in controlling 
fly breeding-—to wit: provide easily 
accessible breeding places and then 
pegiodically destroy the eggs, rather 
than trying to keep the files from 
laying.

Safety Conference Approves 
Pattern for Cities; Meetings 
to Close Today. 


16 YEARS SUGGESTED 
MINIMUM FOR DRIVERS 


Speed Limit " 20 Miles in 
the Business Zone Is 
Recommended. 


A model traffic code to serve 
as a general pattern for States and 
municipalities was completed yes- 
terday at the second meeting of the 
second national conference on 
street and highway safety which 
ends today. It differs in virtually 
every respect from the District 
traffic code. 

‘The recommendations generally 
follow the measures worked out by 
a committee of experts and sub- 
mitted to the conference for ap- 
proval. Opinion varied as to age 
limits for drivers, speed limits, the 
distinctive color of tail lights and 
the transfer of license plates. 

The conference approved an age 
limit of 16 vears for drivers in ac- 
cordance with the committee’s 
views. Discussion revealed that 18 
States have a minimum age of 16 
years for drivers, 8 States 15 
years, 6 States 14 vears and 12 
States have no limitation. It also 
sustained the committee recom- 
mendation that a minimum age 
limit of 18 years be set for chauf- 
feurs and drivers of school buses 
and of 21 vears for drivers of 
public passenger carrying vehicles. 


Suggested Speed Rates. 


Speed limits of 20 miles in busi- 
ness sections where traffic is con- 
trolled by policemen or automatic 
signal lights, 15 miles in other busi- 
ness sections, 29 miles in residen- 
tial districts and 35 miles an hour 
in rural sections. Abolition of speed 
laws entirely was discussed, but 
disapproved. Abolition of the is- 
suance of temporary permits was 
approved after aie discussion in 
which various delegates told of the 
abuse of the system in their States. 

Slow vehicles are just as much 
a menace to safety as the speedy 
ones, John N. Mackall, State roads 
commissioner of Maryland, told the 
conference in advocating a mini- 
mum speed law for certain types of 
roads. Figures were cited to show 
that the maximum efficiency of 
roads was maintained by a uniform 
speed of 23 miles an hour. 


Yellow Tail Lights Urged. 


The committee recommendation 
that rear lights should be yellow 
and stop lights red, was carried by 
a vote of 147 to 129, after a heat- 
ed debate. Regulation of pedes- 
trian, as well as vehicular traffic, 
‘it was declared by Oscar Browne, 
of the Syracuse, N. Y., Automobile 


club, has resulted in a higher per- 
missible speed without sacrifice of 
safety. 

The advantage of the psychologi- 
cal test for drivers was emphasized 
by John Hertz, of Yellow Truck and 
Coach Manufacturing Co., of Chi- 
cago. As a result of these tests, he 
said, his company, employing sev- 
eral thousand drivers, had reduced 
accidents by 20 per cent. ‘“‘The mad, 
unrestrained rush to get some 
place,’’ Mr. Hertz said, “is only a 
delusion on the part of the driver 
and is the cause of most accidents.”’ 
He told how his company had 
proved in a recent test that the dif- 
ference between traveling a cer- 
tain distance at 35 and at 20 miles 
am hour was just four minutes in 
eight miles. He recommended ade- 
quate traffic laws but said the law 
must be simple enough to be under- 
stood and must be enforced. 


To Push Suggestions. 


While the general sessions were 
being carried on, a drafting com- 
mittee, made up of representatives 
of State and other organizations, 
worked to incorporate the recom- 
mendations of the meeting into a 
consolidated report. 

With the closing of the conven. 
Lion today, motor club executives 
from every State in the Union will 
convene in the Willard hotel to con- 
sider ways and means for making 
effective the safety proposals. This 
conference, which will be held un- 
der the auspices of the American 
Automobile association, will con- 
tinue until Saturday.
